A NOTE TO YOU FROM THE PLAYHOUSE SCHOOL OF THEATRE 


As you enjoy the thoroughly professional performances at the Cape Playhouse each 
week, many of you may be unaware that there is a second endeavor in theatre here 
on these same grounds: The Cape Playhouse School of Theatre. It is new this 
season, it is stimulating, and we think that it may be rewarding for many as time 
passes, 


For a number of years, the Raymond Moore Foundation, parent body of the Playhouse, 
has been host to pre-professional students from New York City brought to Dennis 
for the summer. This year, for the first time, the attention of the school has 
been brought to focus on the needs and interests of Cape Cod students between 
fifteen and twenty. Thirty-three boys and girls from the Cape are being offered 
a long neglected opportunity to learn about theatre. Some have experience. Most 
have not. Some are summer residents. Most are not. All are talented, serious, 
and anxious to learn. : 


The program this initial summer has of necessity been modest. We have established 
an actor's workshop, a laboratory in theatre in which there are no leading men or 
leading ladies, a laboratory in which each individual may work as hard as he may 
wish, and may study a number of various roles and exercises. There will be no 
Single large production, no elaborate performances. Instead, each student will 
have played in a number of scenes, short sequences to tax his abilities, to expand 
his talents. With this approach, we have tried to develop all the students as 
they have prepared their assignments. As soon as an assignment is satisfactorily 
completed, a new scene is offered with a new actor to work with, helping all to 
cope with a variety of problems. 


We want to thank you for your unknowing help and to invite you to knowingly help 
further. Each time you purchase a ticket at the box office, you are making a 
small but vital contribution to the school. Next year we must expand, in many 
directions: staff, facilities, time, and students. The talent we have become 
aware of in these Cape youngsters demands attention, and we want to develop it. 


On Friday, August 29 at 2:30 P.M. here in the theatre, the school will be offering 
a short program of the kind of material they have been working on. There will be 
scenes from a number of plays, old and new, and a few samples of acting exercises. 
We have been working in our own workshop building; this will be the first time 


for us to work on the Playhouse stage. If you can make it, do come -- we think 
you will be surprised and impressed. There is no admission charge, remember, 
however, that the program will be the result of a workshop: there will be no 
scenery, no costumes, no lighting or elaborate production -- just talented 
youngsters. You will be invited to visit with us, to hear of our plans, and to 


ask questions. 


Only if you care to, contributions to the students scholarship fund will be 
accepted at the door by designated students with baskets. 


Thank you for the help you already have been -- and do come and see us.
